She claimed that the asso- 
ciations between Harper and Turpen 
on tbe night of tbe murder were of a 
pleasant nature, and that she did not 
know of the men ever having any 
trouble. She told of Harper drinking 
heavily that night, and that he ap- 
peared unusually quarrelsome. At 
first she claimed she did not know of 
Harper ever threatening Turpen'* 
life, but afterward admitted that he 
made numerous threats, and that one 
time when be went to Quincy to see 
Turpen on the merry-go-round busi- 
ness, after threatening to do him per- 
sonal violence, she warned Turpen by 
a telegram that he was coming and 
that his purpose was to seek trouble. 


The inmates of the hotel testified 


that tbe Hardman woman and Har- 
per were Interested in the resort, and 
that it was nothing but a sporting 
bouse *ith a saloon attached. 


Turpen, the prisoner, was put on
